Bush endorses Maliki while 
rejeeting ealls for a pullout 

AMMAN, JORDAN | President Bush on Thursday 
rejected calls for a measured withdrawal of 
U.S. troops from Iraq, even as Iraqi Prime 
Minister Nouri al-Maliki, facing doubts about 
his ability to dampen violence, asserted his 
forces could take full control by June. 

A day after publication of a leaked White 
House memo questioning al-Maliki ’s leader- 
ship capabilities. Bush shared a news confer- 
ence stage with him and offered what sounded 
like unconditional support. “He’s a strong lead- 
er,” Bush said. “He’s the right guy for Iraq.” 

Bush also used the news conference in the 
Jordanian capital to get in front of reports 
that a special committee headed by former 
Secretary of State James A. Baker III and for- 
mer Democratic Rep. Lee Hamilton would call 
for a phased withdrawal of troops to begin. 

“I know there’s a lot of speculation that 
these reports in Washington mean there’s 
going to be some kind of graceful exit out of 
Iraq,” Bush said. But he said if there is talk 
of a timetable, “all that does is set people up 
for unrealistic expectations.” 

Al-Maliki, meanwhile, said in an ABC News 
interview that Iraqi forces would soon be able 
to take over security for the country, a position 
U.S. officials have questioned, tom raum (ap)

Dems Cheer Iraq Panel’s Proposals 


Commission to call 
for major withdrawal 
of U.S. troops in report 

WASHINGTON | Democrats in Con- 
gress, encouraged that a special 
commission will recommend a 
major reduction of U.S. troops in 
Iraq, say its report next week will 
serve as a jumping- off point for 
pressing their case that a with- 
drawal should begin in 2007. 

Plans beyond that are elusive 


among members of the major- 
ity-in-waiting. Democrats are 
divided among themselves — and 
with President Bush — about how 
many troops to withdraw, when, 
and where to reassign them. 

The report will also press for a 
greater shift in responsibility for the 
Iraq’s security from American to Iraqi 
forces, according to an official famil- 
iar with the commission. It will also 
urge an openness to involvement by 
Syria and Iran in a diplomatic solu- 
tion to problems in the region.

WASHINGTON I For the past four 
years, without public notice, fed- 
eral agents have assigned millions of 
Americans and other international 
travelers computer-generated scores 
assessing the risk they pose of being 
terrorists or criminals. 

The travelers are not allowed to 
see or directly challenge the assess- 
ments. The government intends to 
keep them on file for 40 years. 

Earlier in November, the govern- 
ment disclosed the existence and 
details of the Automated Targeting 
System (ATS) for the first time in the 
Federal Register. Computers assess 
travel records, motor vehicle records, 
past one-way travel, seating prefer- 
ence and what kind of meals travelers

Vilsack Launches 
Bid for Presidency 


Iowa gov. is the first 
Democrat to officially 
enter ’08 campaign 

MOUNT PLEASANT, IOWA I lowaGov. 
Tom Vilsack announced his candi- 
dacy for the Democratic presidential 
nomination Thursday, positioning 
himself as a Washington outsider 
with heartland appeal. 

Vilsack also emphasized the 
nexus between oil dependence, 
national security and the economy, 
saying he would give high priority to 
weaning the nation off foreign oil and 
promoting alternative energy. 

“Energy security will revitalize 
rural America,” Vilsack told more 
than 500 cheering backers in the 
small town where be began his 
political career as mayor. “Energy 
security will allow us once and for 
all to remove and reduce our depen- 


dency on foreign oil from foreign 
countries that do not like us.” 

Taking aim at President Bush, 
Vilsack said: “We have in the White 
House a president whose first 
impulse is to divide and to conquer, 
who preys on our insecurities and 
fears for partisan gain.” 

Instead, Vilsack, the first Dem- 
ocrat to formally enter the race, 
vowed to have “the courage to cre- 
ate change” and resist the “endless 
partisan debates.” 

In an era when voter unhappi- 
ness with corruption and partisan 
wrangling in Washington is especial- 
ly high, political analysts said Vilsack 
is particularly well-positioned as a 
Midwestern governor to run for the 
White House as an outsider. 

Nevertheless, Vilsack has a low 
profile outside Iowa and even he 
acknowledges his candidacy is a

KANSAS CITY, MISSOURI I The first 
major snowstorm of the season blew 
across the Plains and Midwest on 
Thursday, grounding hundreds of 
flights, closing schools, glazing high- 
ways and threatening to dump up 
to a foot of snow on communities 
that had basked in balmy weather 
only days earlier.

Japanese Scientists 
Discover New Quakes 


‘Very low frequency’ 
temblors are too slow 
to be felt by humans 

WASHINGTON! Japanese researchers 
have discovered a new and sluggish 
kind of seismic activity that helps 
reveal the inner workings of faults 
capable of producing massive earth- 
quakes like the one that generated 
the 2004 Indian Ocean tsunami. 

The so-called “very low frequen- 
cy” earthquakes join two other types 
of slow quakes previously detected in 
the deep portion of subduction zones, 
where one section of the Earth’s crust 
dives under another. The new kind 


of seismic activity can itself produce 
earthquakes of magnitudes 3 to 3.5, 
but the temblors are too slow to pro- 
duce shaking felt by humans. 

Researcher Yoshihiro Ito said 
the newfound activity, along with 
the two other phenomena — non- 
volcanic deep tremors and slow slip 
— may contribute to the build-up of 
stress in what are known as mega- 
thrust quake rupture zones. 

Ito and colleagues from Japan’s 
National Research Institute for 
Earth Science and Disaster Pre- 
vention describe their work this 
week in Science Express, the online 
edition of the journal Science.

Sudan Rejects 
U.N. Troops Anew 


AU extends mandate 
to patrol Darfur region 
for another 6 months 

ABUJA, NIGERIA I Sudan’s presi- 
dent rejected a proposal Thurs- 
day to send U.N. peacekeepers 
to Darfur to boost a beleaguered 
7,000 -member African Union 
force, crushing hopes for a quick 
solution to the violence spreading 
across central Africa. 

Sudan, the U.N. and the AU ear- 
lier agreed to a hybrid mission. But 
there was confusion over the details, 
with some Sudanese officials saying 
they only want U.N. support in the 
form of finance and logistics, not the 
replacement U.N. troops foreseen in 


a Security Council resolution. 

Sudanese President Omar al- 
Bashir, speaking after a closed- 
door AU summit, rebuffed African 
leaders advocating a compromise 
proposal for an expanded peace- 
keeping mission that would include 
U.N. soldiers inside Darfur. 

“We can take technical, advisory 
and financial support from the UN., 
but no U.N. force,” al-Bashir said. 
“We want an Africa force.” 

African leaders, however, 
extended the mandate of the 
AU force deployed in Darfur by 
six months, the AU’s peace and 
security commissioner Said Djin- 
nit told reporters. The mission’s 
mandate was set to expire Dec. 31.

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | An out-of- service 
Metrorail train struck two workers 
Thursday, killing one and critically 
injuring the other, officials said. 

It was the second death among 
workers in the area’s transit system 
this year and the 14th in Metro’s 


30 -year history. 

The accident occurred about 
9:30 a.m. on an elevated section of 
track between the Huntington and 
Eisenhower Avenue stations on the 
Yellow Line. The train involved had no 
passengers on board and was headed 
to a rail yard in Alexandria. 

Metro identified the worker who 
died as Leslie A. Cherry, a 29 -year 
employee from Maryland. The 
injured employee began working 


for the transit system in April. 

The two employees were “track 
walkers” and were doing routine 
inspections, Metro said. Mark 
Rosenker, chairman of the National 
Transportation Safety Board, said 
the workers knew they were on an 
active track. 

Both the NTSB and Metro were 
investigating. 

“Obviously, something ter- 
rible has gone wrong,” said Jack 


Requa, acting general manager of 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority. 

Rosenker said investigators 
retrieved the train’s vehicle moni- 
toring system, which he compared 
to an airplane’s flight data recorder.

401 (k) Plan Fees 
Not Always Clear 


GAO report calls for 
better rules on how 
charges are disclosed 

WASHINGTON I Participants in 
401 (k) plans may be losing thou- 
sands of dollars in retirement 
savings because of sponsor fees, 
a report said Thursday, in urging 
investors be given a clearer picture 
of the fees they pay. 

Current retirement savings law, 
passed in 1974, does not explicitly 
require 40l(k) plan sponsors to dis- 
close comprehensive information 
on fees, the Government Account- 
ability Office said. 

The GAO gave as an example 
a 45 -year- old person who leaves 
$20,000 in a 40l(k) account until 
retirement. If the average net return 
is 6.5 percent — a 7 percent invest- 
ment return minus a 0.5 percent 
charge for fees — the account will 
grow to $70,500 at retirement. But 
if the fee is 1.5 percent, the person 


will have only $58,400 when he 
retires. 

The report said Congress should 
consider amending current law to 
require sponsors to disclose fee 
information in a way that allows 
investors to compare options. The 
Department of Labor, it said, should 
require plan sponsors to report a 
summary of all fees paid out of plan 
assets or by participants. 

Investment fees make up the 
bulk of charges in 40l(k) plans, but 
some plans also charge for record- 
keeping and other costs. 

The report also urged a closer 
look at conflict-of-interest problems 
that arise because pension consul- 
tants aren’t required to disclose that 
they are being paid by investment 
companies that they are recom- 
mending to plan sponsors. 

The report noted that in the past 
20 years, 40l(k) plan members have 
gone from 8 million to 47 million, 
and assets in these plans have grown 
to more than $2 trillion, (ap)

NEW YORK 

Wal-Mart Predicts Slim 
Sales Gains in December 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. issued a sober- 
ing warning for the U.S. holiday 
shopping season Thursday, predict- 
ing its December same-store sales 
gain would be no better than 1 per- 
cent. The news, coupled with Wal- 
Mart ’s announcement that it suf- 
fered its first same- store decline in 
more than 10 years during Novem- 
ber, came as the nation’s retailers 
reported an overall mixed sales per- 
formance for the month. Wal-Mart 
has struggled in recent months on a 
mix of problems, including that its 
lower-income customers were hurt 
by soaring gas prices, (ap) 

NEW YORK 

Microsoft Rolls Out New 
Vista Operating System 

Microsoft Corp. launched its first 
new computer operating system 
in five years Thursday, saying that 
despite delays, the product’s emer- 
gence is perfectly timed for PC users 
who increasingly need to coordinate 
information from a dizzying array of 
sources. Businesses that buy Win- 
dows licenses in bulk have first crack 
at PCs with the new operating sys- 
tem or at upgrade discs for install- 
ing Vista on existing machines. Con- 
sumers will not be able to get Vista 
on home PCs until Jan. 30. (ap)

“It’s similar,” Duck- 
ett said Thursday as he 
sat at his locker. “But 
after going through 
what I went through 
there, it prepared me 
for this.” 

Duckett’s locker is 
the one closest to the exit, 
which is appropriate given 
how long it has taken for him 
to get a proverbial foot in the 
door with the Redskins. 

After spending most of the 
season watching from the side- 
lines, he has only recently start- 
ed to play a regular role in the 
offense. 

The Duckett trade has been 
a complex development on many 
levels, as a week never goes by 
in which coach Joe Gibbs is not 
asked about it directly or indi- 
rectly, creating a disproportionate 
amount of attention for a player who 
has only 19 carries this season. 

It started when the Falcons draft- 


ed Jerious Norwood in April, mak- 
ing Duckett expendable. When he 
was placed on the trading block, the 
Redskins pounced for two reasons: 
They wanted insurance after Clin- 
ton Portis hurt his shoulder, and 
they didn’t want Duckett going 
to a rival team in the NFC.

Hoyas Youth Is 
Still Settling In 


Georgetown struggling 
but not panicking after 
2 early-season losses 

HOYAS HOOPS I When coach John 
Thompson III first started talking 
about baby steps with his George- 
town basketball team, he probably 
didn’t mean it quite as literally is 
it’s played out. 

With only three key players 
returning from last year’s squad, 
which defeated then-No. 1 Duke 
and went on to the Sweet 16, the 
No. 18 Hoyas are struggling as they 
head to Cameron Indoor Stadium 
Saturday night for a rematch with 
the No. 11 Blue Devils (6-1). 

Ranked No. 8 in preseason 
polls, Georgetown is in danger of 
falling out of the top 25 following 
an opening month that included 
upset losses to Old Dominion on 
Nov. 19 and Oregon Wednesday at 
Verizon Center. 

“We’re tentative, we’re unsure, 
we are growing,” said Thompson 
after the 57-50 loss. “We’re a young 
team. I knew we had a long way 
to go. I thought we would work 
through it without the losses.” 


The Hoyas (4-2) were expected 
to ride star juniors Jonathan Wal- 
lace, Jeff Green and Roy Hibbert to 
the same sort of success experienced 
under Thompson’s father. 

Instead, the absence of last 
year’s senior guards Ashanti Cook 
and Brandon Bowman is looming 
larger than many imagined on a 
team with seven players who are 
either freshmen or sophomores. 

“They’re going to be really good 
once the guards settle down and get 
some games under their belt,” said 
Oregon coach Ernie Kent, whose 
team lost at home to Georgetown 
last year. 

As they wait for their young- 
sters to gain experience, the Hoyas’ 
“Princeton” offense is hardly work- 
ing. The team committed 17 turn- 
overs Wednesday while Hibbert 
and Green combined for nine 
points. Wallace, for his part, led 
all scorers with 17 points. 

Wallace, like Thompson, isn’t 
panicking on the young season. 

“I feel very confident,” said 
Wallace. “It’s November. Guys 
are going to have to step up 
and learn the ropes quickly.”

WIZARDS I It came like a chorus of 
planned responses from the Veri- 
zon Center all offseason. 

“We have to play defense,” Wiz- 
ards guard Gilbert Arenas said. “We 
know that. We have to become a 
better defensive team.” 

Or as Etan Thomas put it: 
“Coach has made it very clear that 
that’s going to be a point of empha- 
sis this year.” 

“Defensively, we don’t have to 
be top five, but we have to be in 
the middle of the pack as far as let- 
ting our opponents score,” Antawn 
Jamison added. 

The players knew from Day 
One that allowing 99.8 points per 
game (the ninth worst average in 
the NBA last year) was not going to 
cut it for a team that openly said it 
wanted to make the Eastern Con- 
ference finals. 

So the obvious question to the

casual observer is: What hap- 
pened? 

This team that put a point 
of emphasis on stopping teams 
defensively is now giving up 101.9 
points per game, which is better 
than just four teams in the NBA. 
They are worse than last year and 


are nowhere near the middle of 
the pack. 

In a lot of ways, though, this 
Wizards team isn’t set up to be 
a team that limits scoring. They 
run the floor well and they aver- 
age more than 19 fast-break 
points per game. More fast- 
breaks mean more possessions 
and, eventually, more scoring — for 
both teams. 

They’re doing a decent job 
protecting the rim, especially 
recently, and have allowed oppo- 
nents to shoot over 42 percent 
from the floor just once in the 
last five games. 

“All we need is a shot here or 
a call there and we’re winning 
these games,” Caron Butler said 
after last week’s loss to the Rock- 
ets. “Tonight, we played good 
defense, and we’ve overcome a lot 
of adversity. We can grow on this.”

Pothier Taking 
The Lead in D.C. 


Player embraces his 
role as elder statesman 
on new, young defense 

CAPITALS I Last summer, defense - 
man Brian Pothier left the Otta- 
wa Senators, one of the NHL’s most 
successful franchises, to man the 
blue line for a young Washington 
Capitals team that struggles to win 
consistently, lags far behind their 
Canadian capital counterparts 
in popularity and doesn’t exactly 
make it easy on its defenseman. He 
couldn’t be happier. 

“I love it. I’m so happy,” he said. 
“I love the area and this team is just 
dynamic. It’s so energetic, so enthu- 
siastic and guys work so hard. It’s so 
much fun to be in this locker room, 
so I’m just pumped.” 

Pothier, 29, was born in Mas- 
sachusetts and played his college 
hockey at Rensselaer in New York. 
He signed with Ottawa in 2002 
and did well, earning a permanent 
spot on the Sens’ defensive unit in 
2003 and notching 35 points and 
an impressive plus -29 rating — 
the 10th best in the league — last 
season. 

But he was always overshadowed 
on the star-studded Senators, and 
quickly jumped at the chance to 


play a featured role, and earn $2.5 
million a season, when the Caps 
came calling. 

He’s been earning his money 
so far this fall, logging nearly 
27 minutes of ice time per game 
(fifth in the NHL) and leading 
the overachieving Caps with 12 
assists heading into last night’s 
game against Dallas. 

In addition, he adds a smooth 
skating, puck-handling element 
the team has lacked in the new 
faster, wide-open NHL, a style 
that suits Pothier. Washington 
(9-9-6) hosts conference -leading 
Buffalo on Saturday and Pothier’s 
old team on Dec. 6. 

Perhaps more importantly, 
he fits in, a critical element on a 
team well known for relying on 
locker room chemistry to handle 
the ups and downs of the rebuild- 
ing process. 

“There’s nothing worse than a 
player feeling uncomfortable with 
the situation and then taking that 
out on the ice. Fortunately, he’s just 
been terrific with us,” goaltender 
Olie Kolzig said of Pothier. 

As for keeping up with the 
workload, the Caps’ new defensive 
leader simply smiled and said, 
“We’ll find out. I sure hope so.”

‘F 

New doc explores the 
pervasive, but still 
offensive, four letters 

FILM I There’s something sort of 
quaint about the ideas plumbed 
in the documentary “F— about 
the suggestion that anything could 
possibly be shocking anymore, par- 
ticularly a frequently bandied-about 
four-letter word. 

There’s also something terribly 
familiar about the film’s resem- 
blance to another documentary 
that amassed celebrities and cultur- 
al experts to discuss a taboo topic: 
the more consistently entertaining 
“The Aristocrats,” which traced the 
development of one of the oldest and 
raunchiest jokes in comedy. 

Director Steve Anderson exhaus- 
tively explores the origins of the 
word and its many uses, from Lenny 
Bruce onstage to Dick Cheney on 
the Senate floor. 

Comics like Billy Connolly, Drew 
Carey and Bill Maher can be hilari- 
ous when they get on a roll — then 
again, they should be, this is right 
in their wheelhouse — but too often 
“F— ” feels like an endless parade 


of talking heads. Everyone falls into 
one of two camps: the cool kids who 
think the word is no big deal, and 
the conservatives who still find it 


obscene (and are far less fun, and 
therefore far less funny). 

Sam Donaldson explains in his 
trademark bombast that “The F- 


word is a grand word,” while Pat 
Boone thinks its use suggests 
crassness, and has instead turned 
his own last name into a cathartic 
expletive. Try shouting “Boone!” 
next time you stub your toe or knock 
over a glass of red wine. Doesn’t feel 
quite so satisfying. 

Porn stars such as Ron Jeremy 
and Tera Patrick get in on the act, 
as do musicians including Ice-T and 
Alanis Morissette, whose first hit, 
“You Oughta Know,” famously 
included the line: “Are you think- 
ing of me when you f-— her?” 

“F— ” also features what Ander- 
son believes is the last filmed inter- 
view with Hunter S. Thompson 
before his 2005 suicide. 

But then clips from myriad 
movies including “Sideways,” “Old 
School” and “South Park: Bigger, 
Longer and Uncut” tend to upstage 
the documentary itself. 

And like the act that consti- 
tutes one of the word’s meanings, 
you can only do this for so long. 
By necessity, “F---” branches out 
into a discussion of decency, rang- 
ing from David Caruso’s bare butt 
on “NYPD Blue” to Janet Jackson’s 
Super Bowl wardrobe malfunction. 
At this point, the movie has lost its 
initial focus and instead becomes 
an indictment of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission — which 
feels as if it could be an entire 
documentary of its own.

Heroin Is Bad for You 


‘Candy’ offers a 
realistic, but staid, 
picture of addiction 

FILM I If there was any lingering 
doubt about Heath Ledger’s versatil- 
ity following “Brokeback Mountain,” 
it should be dispelled here. 

“Candy” allows him to get dark 
and dirty, and speak in his native 
Australian accent for a change, in 
an intensely believable tale of love 
and drug addiction. 

Ledger and Abbie Cornish play 
Dan and Candy, a young married 
couple who do whatever they must

to feed their heroin habit: beg, bor- 
row, steal, even sell their bodies. The 
first time she turns a trick, of her 
own volition, he’s OK with it. Aus- 
tralian stage director Neil Armfield 
takes that same unflinching, mat- 
ter-of-fact approach the whole way; 
it’s “Requiem for a Dream,” stripped 
of all the audiovisual acrobatics. 

Armfield, who co-wrote the script 
with Luke Davies based on Davies’ 
novel, labels the film’s three acts as 
“Heaven,” “Earth” and “Hell.” But 
since Dan and Candy are already 
junkies from the start, their fall 
doesn’t feel quite so precipitous. And 
while the film itself goes through 
all the highs and lows required of 
any decent drug movie, it has no 
insight and offers nothing new 
about the nature of addiction.

The Nativity Story’ 
preaches the gospel 
with little energy 

FILM I Working from a thoroughly 
researched script by Mike Rich (“The 
Rookie,” “Finding Forrester”), direc- 
tor Catherine Hardwicke (“Lords of 
Dogtown,” “Thirteen”) depicts the 



birth of Christ in such a lifeless, 
suffocatingly earnest manner, 
you’d swear she made “The Nativ- 
ity Story” specifically to be shown in 
Sunday school classes — or perhaps 
on the Hallmark Channel. 

It is an innovative approach, 
though, to portray Mary (Keisha 
Castle -Hughes) and Joseph (Oscar 
Isaac) as a confused, newly married 


couple trying to comprehend the 
fact that they’re about to become 
parents of the Messiah. The gos- 
pels of Matthew and Luke address 
Christ’s infancy, but little has been 
known, or shown, about mom and 
dad before that night in the man- 
ger. Most in the audience will walk 
away feeling that they’ve learned a 
thing or two. 


Shohreh Aghdashloo, Ciaran 
Hinds, Shaun Toub and Hiam Abbas 
are among the eclectic international 
cast that’s been amassed. 

“Blessed are you among women 
and blessed is the fruit of thy womb,” 
Aghdashloo says in an example of 
the film’s clunkily literal dialogue 
as Elizabeth, Mary’s cousin. 

Both are surprised to learn in 


visits from the angel Gabriel (Alex- 
ander Siddig) that they’re pregnant: 
Elizabeth had seemed too old and 
Mary had just become Joseph’s wife 
in an arranged marriage to a man 
she barely knows and doesn’t love 
(and had made a vow of chastity for 
their first year together). 

While Mary is hiding out for a 
while with her cousin. King Herod 
(Hinds) has begun his paranoid 
search for the Messiah, based on 
an Old Testament prophecy. He 
instructs his troops to kill any- 
one who might be this child, but 
also hopes to find him through the 
Roman census, which forces citizens 
to return to their birthplaces. 

Having returned to Nazareth 
obviously pregnant, Mary has 
been ostracized by nearly everyone 
— except Joseph, who believes her. 
She agrees to accompany him to 
his hometown of Bethlehem while 
on the verge of giving birth. And 
of course once they arrive in town, 
there’s no room at the inn. 

Schlepping through the desert 
at the same time are the three Magi 
(Nadim Sawalha, Eriq Ebouaney 
and Stefan Kalipha), who ostensi- 
bly were meant to provide a touch 
of comic relief In their silken robes, 
the wise men — like everyone else 
in “The Nativity Story” — feel like 
participants in an elaborate high 
school production, one that looks 
authentic but has no soul.

Freeman Saves ‘Less’ 


‘10 Items or Less’ 
thrives on fine acting 
despite slight premise 

FILM I What at first comes off like 
a prolonged drama- class exercise 
gradually develops into a mildly sat- 
isfying, out-of-left-field romp with 
“10 Items or Less,” an unassuming 
tale about unlikely kinship sprout- 
ing between two strangers over the 
course of a day. Slight and wispy, it’s 
a film that could only work with the 
gracious presence of someone like 
Morgan Freeman. 

Freeman plays a movie star list- 
ed in the credits only as “Him,” the 
character something of a riff on the 
actor himself Considering a role as 
night manager at a low-end super-

market in an independent film. 
Freeman’s character heads out to 
a store in the Los Angeles suburb of 
Carson to research the part. 

The sleepy, seedy market 
becomes a strange little bubble 
for a couple of hours as Freeman 


studies the customers and the work- 
ers, particularly cashier Scarlet (Paz 
Vega), the spitfire who oversees the 
“10 Items or Less” checkout line. 

Much of the film is stitched 
together from long, static sequenc- 
es with few cuts, with Freeman and 
Vega persevering through excessive 
patches of dialogue. Still, writer- 
director Brad Silberling has made 
a sneaky little film, with a quiet, 
happy- sad, thought-provoking 
conclusion leaving viewers with 
something meaty to ponder. 

“10 Items or Less” is a test case 
for alternative movie distribu- 
tion. Two weeks after it debuts 
in theaters, the film will be avail- 
able for online purchase or rent-

Just when you have him situated 
comfortably in the avant-garde jazz 
corner, he’ll do a drum ’n’ bass col- 
laboration or dabble in tradition- 
al jazz. Shipp’s performances are 
always adventurous, but tonight’s 
at TWINS JAZZ should be subdued 
as well, as he will perform solo on 
piano.

IT’S JUST LIKE JAZZ, MAN: “The Office” relies on improvisation from its actors. 



The actor-writers 
on The Office’ know 
spontaneous comedy 

TV I “The Office” is the rare script- 
ed TV show in which the line 
between writing and performing 
is, by design, almost nonexistent. 
It’s an improv- style approach that 
could yield important lessons for 
those puzzled by the identity crisis 
and creative drift that seem to be 
afflicting small- screen comedy. 

A workplace mockumentary 
set in the Scranton, Pa., branch of 
fictional paper company Dunder- 
Mifflin Inc., “The Office” has had 
some of its most acclaimed episodes 
written by regular or recurring cast 
members, some of whom are barely 
out of college. 

Mindy Kaling, who plays the 
show’s “Indian Valley Girl,” Kelly 
Kapoor, drew on her cultural her- 
itage to write a script this season 
that had the Dunder-Mifflin crew 
awkwardly celebrating the Hindu 
holiday Diwali. 

Another “Office” 20 -some- 
thing, B.J. Novak, who plays the 


laconic young temp, Ryan, is a 
stand-up comic with a Harvard 
education and writing credits on 
five episodes. 

Veteran comedy writer Paul 
Lieberstein became a performer 
entirely by accident, developing the 
bit part of the soft-spoken human 
resources manager, Toby, into awry 
portrait of a passive-aggressive play- 
er in corporate politics. 

Even series star Steve Carell, 
who plays the endlessly embar- 
rassing boss, Michael Scott, has 
pitched in, writing last season’s 
finale episode. 

Executive producer Greg Dan- 
iels, formerly a writer-producer on 
“The Simpsons” and “King of the 
Hill,” said the double duty is inten- 
tional. He has clauses inserted in 
the writers’ contracts to cover what- 
ever acting chores arise. 

“Partly, I was just imitating 
things I loved, like Monty Python’ 
or ‘Fawlty Towers,’ where the writ- 
ers and performers are the same 
people,” Daniels said. “The actors I 
hired, I tried to have them all have 
improvisational backgrounds.”

Kids growing up at a 
faster pace; parents 
find ways to hold on 

Zach Plante is close with his par- 
ents — he plays baseball with them 
and, on weekends, helps with work 
in the small vineyard they keep at 
their northern California home. 

Lately, though, his parents have 
begun to notice subtle changes in 
their son. Among other things, he’s 
announced that he wants to grow 
his hair longer — and sometimes 
greets his father with “Yo, Dad!” 

“Little comments will come out 
of his mouth that have a bit of that 
teen swagger,” says Tom Plante, 
Zach’s dad. 

The thing is, Zach isn’t a teen. 
He’s 10 years old — one part, a 
fun-loving fifth-grader who likes 
to watch the Animal Planet net- 
work, the other a soon -to -be mid- 
dle schooler who wants an iPod. 

In some ways, it’s simply part of 
a kid’s natural journey toward inde- 
pendence. But child development 
experts say physical and behavioral 
changes that would have been typi- 
cal of teenagers decades ago are now 
common among “tweens” — kids 
ages 8 to 12. 

Some of them are going on 
“dates” and talking on their own 
cell phones. They listen to sexually 
charged pop music, play mature - 
rated video games and spend time 
gossiping on MySpace. And more 
girls are wearing makeup and cloth- 
ing that some consider beyond their 
years. 

Zach is starting to notice it in 
his friends, too, especially the way 
they treat their parents. 

“A lot of kids can sometimes 
be annoyed by their parents,” he 
says. “If I’m playing with them at 
one of their houses, then they kind 
of ignore their parents. If their par- 
ents do them a favor, they might just 


say, ‘OK,’ but not notice that much.” 

The shift that’s turning tweens 
into the new teens is complex — and 
worrisome to parents and some pro- 
fessionals who deal with children. 
They wonder if kids are equipped to 
handle the thorny issues that come 
with the adolescent world. 

“I’m sure this isn’t the first time 
in history people have been talking 
about it. But I definitely feel like 
these kids are growing up faster — 
and I’m not sure it’s always a good 
thing,” says Dr. Liz Alderman, an 
adolescent medicine specialist 
at Montefiore Medical Center in 
New York City. She’s been in prac- 
tice for 16 years and has noticed a 
gradual but undeniable change in 
attitude in that time. 

She and others who study and 
treat children say the reasons it’s

happening are both physical and 
social. 

Several published studies have 
found, for instance, that some 
tweens’ bodies are developing faster, 
with more girls starting menstrua- 
tion in elementary school — a result 
doctors often attribute to improved 
nutrition and, in some cases, obesity. 
While boys are still being studied. 


the findings about girls have caused 
some endocrinologists to lower the 
limits of early breast development 
to first or second grade. 

Beyond the drugs, sex and 
rock ’n’ roll their boomer and Gen X 
parents navigated, technology and 
consumerism have accelerated the 
pace of life, giving kids easy access 
to influences that may or may not 
be parent- approved. Sex, violence 
and foul language that used to be 
relegated to late-night viewing and 
R-rated movies are expected fix- 
tures in everyday TV. 

Diane Levin, a professor of 
human development and early 
childhood at Wheelock College 
in Boston, is among those who’ve 
taken aim at toys deemed too vio- 
lent or sexual. 

“We’ve crossed a line. We can 


no longer avoid it — it’s just so in 
our face,” says Levin, author of the 
upcoming book “So Sexy So Soon: 
The Sexualization of Childhood.” 

Earlier this year, she and oth- 
ers from a group known as the 
Campaign for a Commercial-Free 
Childhood successfully pressured 
Hasbro to drop plans for a line of 
children’s toys modeled after the 
singing group Pussycat Dolls. 

Other parents, including Clyde 
Otis HI, are trying their own 
methods.“I don’t want to be like 
a prude. But some of the stuff out 
there, it’s just out of control some- 
times,” says Otis, a father of three 
from Maplewood, N. J.

Eat Soup, Glorious Soup 


Grab a spoon, 
bring your own 
bowl and drink 
in this soiree 

I can’t ski. I’ve never liked being 
cold. When I was a kid, my favor- 
ite part of sledding was going home. 
To say winter is my least favorite 
season is an understatement. 

But even I can find a few 
redeeming qualities in this bar- 
ren time of year. At the top of that 


short list is soup. One night, over a 
few steaming bowls of yellow pep- 
per stew, my friend Amy and 
I came up with a plan for a 
soup party. Here’s what 
we learned about serv- 
ing the ultimate liquid 
lunch: 

Menu: The right 
selection is the heart of 
any soup shindig, said Ben 
Thomas, a Brooklynite whose 
dad’s been throwing them for 
eight years. Last month, Thomas 
and his wife gave the tradition a 
try in their own home. 


“It’s pretty essential to have a 
brothy one, a hearty one — for peo- 
ple who don’t think soup is a 
meal — one with meat or 
chicken and a vegetar- 
ian one.” Though per- 
haps not as interesting 
as the African peanut 
soup his family makes, 
chili is a reliable crowd 
favorite, he said. 

With two pots cooked up by 
my soup -savvy friends, we offered 
a total of five choices: white corn 
tortilla soup. New England clam 
chowder, tomato bisque, butter- 


nut squash and leek, and Filipino 
chicken and rice. 

Carbs: Behind every good soup 
is a loaf of crusty bread. Like wine 
and cheese, different breads com- 
plement different soups, said Ned 
Atwater, owner of Atwater’s soup 
shops in the Baltimore region. 
Tomato -based soups, for exam- 
ple, can be on the sour side, so 
serve “yeasted bread like a ciabat- 
ta or a country white,” instead of 
sourdough, he said. “Whole -grain 
bread is great with vegetarian soups 
— and not only in taste,” he added. 
A whole-grain bread can complete 



the protein in, say, a lentil soup. 

Fixins: At Atwater’s, each soup 
has its own individual garnish; so 
should it be at a soup party. Rice, 
pasta, fresh herbs and cheese are 
common ones. Thomas and his 
wife slathered goat cheese onto 
thin baguette slices and baked 
them into cheesy croutons. 

Timing: This hostess was still 
cooking when her first guests 
arrived, but it doesn’t have to be that 
way. Soups can be easily made in 
advance, leaving critical moments 
free for preparing garnishes. 

Serving: Watch out for spoon 
contamination! With so many pots 
on the stove, I mixed up my stirring 
implements, giving the white clam 
chowder the orange hue of the but- 
ternut squash. (A friend called it 
“Connecticut Clam Chowder” — a 
cross between New England white 
and Manhattan red.) It tasted fine, 
but had there been vegetarians pres- 
ent, I would have felt awful contam- 
inating the veggie soup. 

Label: As each new guest 
arrived, I had to explain what was 
in each pot so they could ferret out 
any food restrictions before the first 
bite. Since this afternoon party was 
a small affair, it was actually a fun 
way to introduce everyone to the fes- 
tivities, but for larger parties, small 
signs next to each pot would help. 

Bowls: I was just barely able 
to outfit my 16 guests with bowls. 
(If you come up short on spoons, 
though, just tell guests not to be shy 
about slurping.) If you’re expecting 
more guests than your china pat- 
tern allows, tell everyone that the 
BYOB at this soiree stands for bring 
your own bowl, julia beizer

Don’t let them get too brown when 
you cook them. Reheat at 350 F until 
warm, then blot off any excess oil 
with paper towels before serving. 
You can even freeze if you need to. 

As for extras/app veggies, I don’t 


think this is the time to worry about 
a square meal. How about sticking 
with traditional favorites, fish sal- 
ads, chopped liver and the like — 
presented as canapes to look more 
contemporary? Whitefish on pum- 
pernickel rounds, chopped liver on 
challah squares. You get the idea. 

I would like to entertain using some 
prepared food. I just don’t know 
where to start. What is a good com- 
bination of foods without getting 
too pricey? 

If I wanted to go to Whole Foods, 
I might call ahead and have them 
make a lasagne sized just for 
a crowd. Next I’d go to the 
salad bar and load up 
there. For simple hors 
d’oeuvres, buy marcona 
almonds; pickup some 
prosciutto or serrano 
ham and thin Italian 
breadsticks and wrap the 
ham around the sticks, leaving 
some plain for the kids; and then to 
the olive bar. For dessert. I’d get bar 
cookies. On your way out, pick up 
some cut up fruit. 

For a wholesale club: I’d go right 
to the freezer and pick a nice ravioli 
and sauce that I could cook myself 
Into the refrigerator there for baby 
greens, etc. — that’s my salad. For 
hors d’oeuvres — raid the freezer 
again. Dessert would be fresh fruit 
and whatever they’re featuring that 
I’ve gotten to taste. Their seasonal 
stuff can be surprisingly good, but 
you’ll want to make sure.
